It was the blackest day for the 
United States since the fall of 
Bataan, where Gen. Wainwright 
lost the bulk of his forces to the 
Japanese. 

The American commander had 
no other choice but to surrender. 
Corregidor’s military installations 
had been all but pounded to rubble 
by 27 days and nights of intensi- 
fied non-stop aerial and artillery 
bombardment and his exhausted 
soldiers had fought beyond the 


limit of human endurance, They 
no longer could carry on. 

With Corregidor also went the 
other island forts nearby—Hughes, 
Drum and Frank. 

Silence shielded details of the 
fate of those within Corregidor 
caverns—perhaps as many as 10,- 
000 persons including at least 68 


Army nurses who had endured the 


‘hell on Bataan Peninsula. ‘ 
Those who curvived the murder- 
‘ous siege — it is not known how 
many did—joined their fallen com- 
rades of Bataan as prisoners of 
war. 


A prisoner, too, was Wainwright, |

This general lack of labor representation in the 
war boards and the government leadership is a serious 
handicap to the whole war effort, as it definitely 
checks the development of the powerful war initiative 
of the working class. The Cabinet would be much 
stronger by the inclusion of.a few labor men, and 
so would the entire national war effort. The Roose- 
velt administration generally follows a liberal atti- 
tude towards the trade union movement, but not in 
the respect of entrusting it with decisive executive 
positions. 

Why should not organized labor in this country, 
with its 11,000,000 members, who with their families 
constitute about one-third of the nation, have at least 
two or three posts in the President’s War Cabinet, as is 


representatives who would do as well; or better, than 
the present members. But conservative capitalist 
forces in the United States have not yet got around 
to the point where they are willing to make such conces- 
sions to the trade unions, and their hold-back influ- 
ence is still decisive with the administration in the 
matter.
